1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 5-6, 
27-28 and 30 are free from prior art. Applicants have deleted claims 1 -4 (i.e. narrowed 
the scope of the claims) and also argued the obviousness-type double patenting 
rejection (see Remarks 1 2/22/201 0). Since the claims are narrower in scope and 
applicants' arguments are persuasive, the obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
raised in previous Office Action (Final Rejection 08/26/2010) is withdrawn.
